AMALGAMATION, 

There are a great many 
arguments and statements 
made about amalgamation 
with Edmonton, but, I believe 
about 99% of them reject it, 
The only argument that 
would appear to favor amal- 
gamation seems to be that 
our mill rate is higher, So 
that one is the one I would 
like to talk about, I am a 
comparative newcomer to 
St, Albert but I make this 
statement without reserva- 
tions, After amalgamation 
we will lose something that 
cannot be duplicated any- 
where in Alberta, or Canada 
for that matter, I find that 
I can save at least $100 a 
year by just taking advantage 
of the conveniences St, 
Albert presents to me, 

I lived {in Edmonton for 
about 23 years and | cert- 
ainly would never wish to 
move back, I find I can 
shop any and every night at 
leisure without standing 
in lineups as you must on 
Thursday nights in Edmon- 
ton, | can buy an auto lice 
ense, have my registration 
changed, buy auto insurance, 
have mechanical work done 
on my car, have my hair cut 
take my family or go my- 
self to a doctor, visit a 
dentist, or anything else I 
may wish any night of the 
week, Living in Edmonton 
I would have to take time off 
from work for most of these 
things, I believe I can save 
myself at least fifty man 
hours a year, multiplying 
this by my hourly rate it 
approximates $100, 

My family is not actively 
sports minded but for those 
who are Alderman Gibbon 
gave a very logical and true 
assessment of what the 
average family can save by 
living in St, Albert, If the 
people of St, Albert do not 
want these things they should 
not have voted for them, 

It was brought out by Mr, 
Holgersons graph that 
Edmonton’s mill rate was 
not rising as fast as St, 
Albert’s, With the very 
heavy expenditures for 
bridges and freeways Ed- 
monton finally has come to 
realize the need to move 
traffic, therefore their mill 
rate will jump by leaps and 
bounds, An estimate is 5 
mills just to pay the interest 
on thelr yearly borrowings, 
completely disregarding the 
principal, What Is somesort 
of rapid transit going to do 
to that mill rate? What will 
underground transit do to it? 
Will they really be able to 
borrow money on the open 
market at 6-3/4% when 
housing mortgages are all- 
owed 8-1/2%?

As far as education costs 
are concerned there should 
be a decrease in both cen- 
tres, I believe St, Albert is 
ahead of Edmonton on this 
score, I believe we have ad- 
equate space when our pres- 
ent building program ts 
completed, In fact I will pre- 
dict that inside six years we 
will have unoccupied class- 
rooms, 

How many children were 
born in St, Albert during 
1967? Do we have these fig- 
ures? If not I suggest we 
count noses, I suggest we 
do not use statistics based 
on past performances inde- 
termining what our future 
school population is going to 
be, but this year’s and even 
next year’s actual figures, 
Thus if St, Albert does not 
have a vast home building 
boom which is highly un- 
likely at 8-1/2% our pres- 
ent school accommodation 
should be adequate, I think 
it behooves our Schoolboars 
to take a close look at what 
these figures will reveal 
before embarking on any 
further school construction, 
This may not necessarily be 
true in the case of Edmonton 

So please let us not allow 
ourselves to be bulldozed 
into amalgamation through 
fear of a 73 mill rate for one 
or even two years, Let us 
be calm and see what hap-
